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A  Tribute  to  the  Class  of  2001 

On  a  hot  day  in  August  1997,  we 
gathered  as  a  class  for  the  first  time,  full  of 
excitement,  at  what  was  then  known  as 
Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine.

jnally  arrived,  and  we  celebrated  with  bingo, 
final  AV  performance  by  Howard,  and  a 
otched  attempt  at  soaking  the  first  years 
ith  water  balloons.  In  the  weeks  to  follow, 
e  formed  bonds  with  members  of  our  future 
btation  groups  during  ropes  courses. 

We  began  third  year  with  a  sense 
}f  exhilaration  that  we  had  survived  Boards, 
lade  it  to  the  wards,  and  would  finally  be 


involved  in  patient  care.  At  this  time, 
traditional  and  parallel  students  united.  With 
the  school's  continually  evolving  curriculum, 
we  faced  the  challenge  of  learning  the  same 
amount  of  material  as  previous  classes  in  a 
shorter  amount  of  time.  Throughout  the 
year,  we  retracted,  rolled  out  of  bed  two 
hours  before  sunrise  to  pre-round,  and  lugged 
around  charts  writing  orders.  We  also  started 
to  acquire  a  sense  of  what  specialties  we 
might  eventually  pursue. 

Fourth  year  was  the  year  of  Step  2, 


ERAS,  interviewing,  scheduling  flexibility,  and 
free  time.  While  some  traveled  to  remote 
areas  of  the  world,  others  mastered  the 
science  of  ventilator  adjustment  and  honed 
up  on  skills  such  as  central  line  placement 
and  the  perfect  golf  swing.  We  reveled  in 
our  weekends  off,  gearing  up  for  intern  year. 
We  stood  together  on  Match  Day,  hoping 
we  remembered  our  combinations,  and 
anxious  to  see  what  our  mailboxes  held  in 
store  for  us.

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In  Memoriam 
S.  Bryant  Kendrick,  D.Min. 

Associate  Professor  of  Internal  Medicine 
November  6,  1945  -  November  13,  2000 

Reverend  Doctor  Bryant  Kendrick  gave  over  twenty  years  of  service  to  the  Wake  Forest 
University  Scliool  of  Medicine.  To  commemorate  his  life,  we  have  chosen  to  include  excepts  from 
the  eulogy  given  by  Dean  James  Thompson  at  his  memorial  service. 

Bryant  was  a  man  who  loved  to  make  a  joyful  noise,  whether  it  be  in  communicating  his  zeal 
for  compassionate  healtli  care  to  students  and  house  officers,  or  whether  it  was  playing  guitar  and 
singing  gospel  and  old  country  music  with  the  Petrous  Ridge  Band.  Bryant  loved  to  make  a  joyftil 
noise. 

1  have  known  Bryant  for  nearly  all  of  those  twenty  years  that  he  worked  at  the  Medical  Center 
I  have  known  that  big  teddy  bear  with  a  great  infectious  laugh  who  could  walk  into  a  room  and  totally  disami  a  crowd  with  his  long  ponytail, 
his  Santa  Claus-type  beard  as  he  was  introduced  as  the  Reverend  Doctor  Yet  this  gentle  man  was  very  traditional  in  so  many  other  ways. 
A  devoted  husband.  A  loving  fatlier  And  most  recently,  the  proudest  of  grandfathers.  It  was  traditional  values  that  he  taught  in  his  role  as 
a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Medicine.  Perhaps  that  is  best  emphasized  in  the  comments  so  many  others  at  the  Medical  School 
have  relayed  regarding  the  influence  that  Bryant  had  in  their  lives. 

One  wrote,  "He  blessed  our  lives  and  gave  us  gifts  that  we  will  continue  to  treasure  for  years  to  come,  gifts  of  himself,  his  intellect,  his 
compassion,  his  quiet  passion  for  his  work,  and  the  permission  he  seemed  to  have  to  be  himself  unique  and  wonderfiil." 

Another  wrote,  "He  always  reminded  us  that  medicine  is  about  the  patient.  He  helped  me  reaUze  that  being  able  to  practice  medicine 
and  help  people  in  that  capacity  is  a  true  gift  I  should  cherish." 

Bryant's  contributions  to  the  Medical  School  curriculum  will  also  have  an  enduring  impact  on  the  next  generation  of  physicians. 
He  was  successfiil  in  receiving  fimding  from  the  Templeton  Foundation  to  begin  our  first  course  on  the  unique  relationship  of  faith  and 
medicine.  Bryant  was  ahead  of  his  time  in  recognizing  that  a  person's  health,  as  well  as  their  well  being,  can  be  markedly  enhanced  by  a 
relationship  with  our  Creator.  Bryant  himself  reflected  his  ovm  personal  faith  in  his  gentle  and  loving  approach  to  others.  He  asked  little  of 
others  and  was  always  willing  to  give  of  himself  Truly  he  was  a  servant  leader  in  all  that  he  did.  This  wonderful  beloved  man,  a  fiiend  of 
all  at  the  Medical  School,  also  had  a  light  and  jovial  side. 

One  person  wrote  of  Bryant,  "The  thing  we  will  miss  most  is  his  laughter  His  cheerful  continence  made  him  a  joy  to  be  around.  Even 
as  he  was  talking  with  other  people,  I  enjoyed  hearing  him  laugh  with  them.  He  was  always  talking  about  his  fishing  trips  and  one  day 
he  walked  in  with  a  fish  mounted  on  a  plaque  and  said,  'I  brought  this  in  so  that  you  would  know  that  I  really  caught  a  fish.'  This  was 
the  first  time  I  had  seen  the  Big  Mouth  Billy  Bass,  and  when  the  fish  started  singing  and  looked  at  me.  I  almost  fell  off  my  chair." 

I  will  have  for  the  remainder  of  my  days  many  fond  memories  of 
Bryant  Kendrick,  but  perhaps  my  most  pleasant  and  enduring  memories 
will  be  those  of  the  times  we  shared  music  together.  Bryant  loved  to  make 
a  joyfijl  noise  and  where  the  scripture  says  make  a  loud  noise,  1  think 
Bryant  truly  took  that  admonition  to  heart.  He  rejoiced  and  sang  with  such 
great  praise  that  it  was  hard  not  to  be  swept  up  in  his  enthusiasm,  particularly 
as  he  was  bellowing  out  a  gospel  tune.  Dr  Jesse  Meredith  from  the 
Department  of  General  Surgery,  Dr  Charles  Turner  from  Pediatric  Surgery, 
and  many  others  along  with  myself  were  truly  blessed  to  have  been  able  to 
make  a  joyfial  noise  with  Bryant. 

His  faith  and  trust  is  such  that  he  is  now  at  peace,  resting  with  our 
Lord,  and  I  am  certain  making  a  joyfiil  noise. 
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
